Pursuant to the authority of Iowa Code section 261.62, the Iowa College Student Aid Commission
hereby gives Notice of Intended Action to amend Chapter 36, “Governor Terry E. Branstad Iowa State
Fair Scholarship Program,” Iowa Administrative Code.

The proposed amendment to Chapter 36 provides an increase in the number of awards that can be
made under the program and increases the maximum amounts of awards.

This amendment is intended to implement Iowa Code chapter 261.
The following amendment is proposed.
Amend subrule 36.1(4) as follows:
36.1(4) Monetary award.
a. Up to four ten awards ranging from $500 to $1,000, not to exceed $5,000 per award, will be

awarded annually. No student shall receive more than the student’s established financial need.
b. A scholarship of up to $2,000 $5,000 will be awarded each year to the Iowa state fair queen.
c. The Governor Terry E. Branstad Iowa state fair scholarship fund will be established in the office

of the state treasurer.
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
